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Manganese, an Almost Unknown Metal in Coins

The reason is simple and obvi- | | 
ous: just about every government from 
antiquity to the present has used these 
three metals in coins. Yes, there have 
been bronze coins, generally an alloy of 
copper and tin. But this trio has been the 
big three of coinage since the beginning. | 
And yet, in the nineteenth and twentieth | ~ 
century, a wider array of metal elements 
have crept into coins from a wide range | _ 
of nations and a wide range of sources. | © 
One metal that has made a mark, yet that | ~ 
remains somewhat underappreciated, is 
manganese. 


First, a bit of background on this generally unknown metal. 
Manganese was first discovered all the way back in 1774. But it 
was a tough element to extract from its oxide ores, and for 
quite some time there simply wasn’t much of it to be had. 
There has been manganese extracted from various ores in the 
United States, but none have been commercially viable in dec- 
ades. According to the USGS Mineral Commodities Summary 
2018, a free, downloadable document, the United States have 
been dependent upon South Africa, Gabon, Australia, and 
Georgia (the former Soviet republic, not the state) for import 
of the element for the past several years. But the States also 
has imported it from Canada rather often. 


Interestingly, manganese is actually available in the United 
States, and has been for some time. But to quote our friends in 
the USGA, “Land-based manganese resources are large but 
irregularly distributed; those in the United States are very low 
grade and have potentially high extraction costs. South Africa 
accounts for about 78% of the world’s identified manganese 
resources, and Ukraine accounts for about 10%.” And the ma- 
jor uses for manganese don’t really include coins. It’s all about 
making specific types of steels, or aluminum alloys. 


There must have been some available manganese in the United 
States back in the 1940’s, or perhaps in Canada, as the first use 
of manganese in coins appears to have been in the “silver” war 
nickels of 1942 - 1945 (see photo of 1943-S PCGS MS66). The 
composition of these five-cent pieces was: 56% copper, 35% 
silver, and 9% manganese. The reason for the change from the 
established 75% copper and 25% nickel that had been used in 
five-cent pieces for decades was the needs of the country for 
the war, both in steels and in uranium enrichment for the 
Manhattan Project (nickel was originally used to make the 
tubes used for uranium hexafluoride enrichment). 


It’s interesting to do a bit of math and figure out just how 
much manganese got used in all those nickels. Using any of the 
established references (such as the oft-quoted “Red Book”), we 
can total all the nickels made from all the Mints for those four 
years. We get: 811,546,490 five-cent pieces. At 5 grams each, 








4,057,732.45 kilograms, or 8,927,011.39 
pounds, or 4,463.5 tons of nickels more 
or less. Since 9% of that was manganese, 
we get to 401.7 tons of manganese 
(again, with a bit of wiggle room). Now, 
while that’s impressive, it’s still got to be 
far less than what Pittsburgh and Detroit 
. were producing during those years when 

it comes to steel and steel-based war 
machinery. 


Several sources indicate that the reason 
for this particular wartime alloy for the 
nickels was to ensure that the coins were 
still accepted in vending machines. And 
that appears to be the same reason that 
Manganese was again adopted for the 
_) Sacagawea dollars and now the Presiden- 
- tial dollar series. 


| Hopefully, collectors remember that 
~ when the first Presidential dollar coins 

were introduced, the folks in charge 
mounted a television campaign to make the general public 
aware of this new golden, one-dollar possibility. Cynics com- 
plained that our dear government spent $67 million in adverts 
to get us to spend just one - and that since dollar bills were 
still being printed, the whole effort didn’t work. But the Mint 
has soldiered on, as it were, and the dollar coins keep coming 
out, even if only in collector sets for certain years. 


Curiously, while all this was going on, Canada went in the same 
direction, but with an important difference - as our northern 
pals got into dollar coins, within a short time they stopped the 
presses on dollar bills. ‘That made all the difference. 


The loon dollars are also a rather complex alloy and set of lay- 
ers, but they don’t appear to include manganese. When first 
introduced, they were called “aureate bronze,” which seems to 
mean a copper-tin alloy, over a nickel core. No big surprise 
here, as Canada has been a major producer of nickel for dec- 
ades. The word “aureate” sounds great, but it means essentially 
that the coin looks gold. If we think about it a bit though, a 
huge number of bronze alloys look gold. 


One thing both sets of aureate or golden dollars have in com- 
mon is that the Mints have been continuing to make them for 
decades now, and have used them to honor a pretty hefty num- 
ber of people or events. Since both dollar coins are offered to 
collectors and the general public as proofs each year, this 
means there are collections that can be built for very little out- 
lay that are composed of absolutely gorgeous coins. Of course, 
for the truly frugal among us, or those of us who just want the 
challenge, it’s fun to see just how many of these dollars can be 
gleaned from everyday commerce. One aspects of numismatics 
that is always fun is being able to find that one piece you still 
need, right in pocket change. 


Manganese has taken its place along with a few other metals as 
part of the widening set of possibilities when it comes to coin- 
age metals. It’s a fair bet to say it won’t eclipse copper, silver, 
or gold any time soon. But it certainly does present some fun 
collecting challenges.

Introducing the “Del Cushing People’s Choice 
Award” 


The PNNA board recently asked PNNA Chief J udge Eric 
Holcomb to review exhibiting for the spring and fall 
Shows and make recommendations. In January the 
PNNA board accepted all of Eric’s proposals, and they 
will be in effect starting in Tukwila. The WCC board re- 
viewed and agreed with the changes as well. ‘The changes 
are three-fold: 


(1) Exhibit classes have been revamped to six modified 
classes — three traditional classes by type of material 
(coins, paper money, tokens and medals), and three 
by topic or theme (common element, topical and 
Pacific Northwest). ‘These are fully explained online 
— see the exhibit webpage reference above. The Best 
-of-Show exhibit will be selected from among the 
first-place class exhibits. 


(2) The new classes will be used at both the spring and 
the fall shows. 


(3) The People’s Choice Award in Tukwila will be re- 
named the Del Cushing Memorial People’s Choice 
Award in recognition of Del’s long standing as an 
outstanding numismatist in the greater Seattle area. 
It is a fitting tribute to name the award in his honor! 


Fric consulted with ANA Chief Judge Joseph Boling 
about the changes, and J oe was very supportive. Thank 
you, Eric. Exhibitors at both shows will have many prizes 
available including: 


e Six classes - potentially 1st, 22¢ and 3 place in each 
class. 


e Best-of-Show (named the Byron F. Johnson Jr. 
Memorial Award at the spring show). 


e Best Exhibit of Tokens and Medals (currently award- 
ed at spring show only, and named the C.E. “Hepp” 
Heppner Award). 


e People’s Choice (now named the Del Cushing Memo- 
rial Award at the spring show). 


Encouraging our best exhibits to go National 


In addition, in February the WCC board voted to offer 
$200 for the Best-of-Show winner at the fall show to take 
his/her winning exhibit (most likely with updates) to an 
ANA show within two years. This matches what is availa- 
ble for spring show Best-of-Show winners courtesy of the 
PNNA. It is wonderful to see exhibiting in Portland blos- 
soming to the point that the WCC club can encourage 
national level exhibiting too. I believe that all the exhib- 
its we saw in Portland last fall would compete well at the 
ANA level (esp. with the tips given by the judges as feed- 
back). The $200 helps cover some of the costs in going to 
an ANA show, while encouraging our best exhibits to be 
seen at the national level. 


On J anuary 27, I held a workshop in Portland for exhibi- 
tors. Over the course of three hours, we discussed. tech- 
niques, tips, experiences, and discussed example exhib- 
its. I got some good tips from the nine attendees myself - 
it was a really nice group! The presentation that I used 
for the workshop, originally developed for the 2015 Port- 
land ANA show, is available on the PNNA website (see 
link on the exhibits page). I will do a very condensed one 
-hour version as a numismatic theater talk at the Tukwila 
show, at 11 a.m. on Saturday.

Technology Tip: try Reversee (use it at a coin 
show!) 


I will finish the “technology insight” that I started in my 
letter for the prior issue. 


If you visit https://images.google.com/ you can upload 
any image you want, and Google will analyze it and show 
you similar things on the web. You should upload a pic- 
ture of a coin, currency, animal, or whatever and give it a 
try! 

However, I never actually visit the Google website my- 
self. Instead, I use an “app” on my “smartphone” (an 
iPhone) called “Reversee.” It’s one of several “apps” that 
take a picture with your phone, upload to Google 
(images.google.com), and show the results very nicely on 
the phone. 


I frequently forget about this powerful tool, but I was 
using it recently when working on an exhibit layout. I 
kept wanting to sort some new currency I had, and I kept 
forgetting which was which. Reversee made it quick and 
easy to double check. 


I will warn you: you have to watch what it matches. If 
you don’t crop the picture after you take it and before 
you submit it, it might search for the hand that was hold- 
ing the coin, or the 7-11 Big Gulp cup that was sitting on 
the desk behind your hand! I highly recommend trying 
Reversee or another “app” that fronts Google’s image 
search. Or, if you don’t have a smartphone, you can use 
any web access that you can upload your photo to, and 
use images.google.com directly.
